“TROOPS MOVE TOWARDS FOUR 


COURTS. 


Members of the Irish Republican Army were 
on the streets of Dublin in the early hours of 
‘this morning, stopping vehicles and pedestrians 
and scarching them for arms. An armoured car 
was stationed in Sackville street for some time, 


away, and commanded all passjng 
traffic. In ‘other districts similar operations 
were carried on during the morning. 

‘Shortly before 2 o'clock firing was heard, but 
could not be accurately located, and inquiries 
made from official quarters failed to elicit any 
explanation of the cause. 

At 2.45 o'clock a party of soldicrs—about 300 
or 400—carrying rifles, and followed by an 
armoured car, marched in open formation 
through Westmoreland street and Sackville 
street, and proceeded in a aris direction. 
They were followed by a further detachment 
accompanied ambulances. 

The regular Í.R.A. troops which along 
Sackville street were accompanied by two mili- 
tary ambulances. ‘One party turnéd into Abbey 
street and another into Henry street, from both 
of which localities an approach can be made to 
the back of the Four Courts. 

An armoured car joined the Regular forces. 

This morning en armoured car and a motor 
car were eta outside the Four Courts, 
where -about 80 men in civilian clothes were 
engaged with picks and shovels, apparently pre- 
paring trenches. 

By four o'clock a bomb was heard in the 
direction ‘of the Courts, and its report was fol- 
lowed by outbursts of machine-gun and of 
rifle fire. At short intervals more bomb ex- 
_plosions and more voljeys were heard. The fir- 
ing was still active at 4.30.

EXECUTIVE MEN ARRESTED. 


On. Monday. morning, about 11 o'clock, five 
members of Executive I1.R.A. forces, who are 
stationed at Millmount, Drogheda, were, it +s 
said, searching a goods train at Drogheda 
Station when a party of the Regular I.R.A. 
arrived on the scene, surrounded the station, 
and arrested the five men. 

The prisoners were conveyed to West Gate, 
where they are at present detained. 

Word was conveyed by telephone to West 
Gate that the raid was in , and imme- 
diately a number of men turned out, rushed 
to the railway station, and found the five men 
in a Wagon. The men were di and 
brought away under a guard. Subsequently 
one of them was conveyed to Mountjoy. It 1s 
believed that the others will be tried by court- 
martial. 


GARRISON DISLODGED. 


A sensation was created in Limerick yester- 
day evening when armed Regular I.R.A. forces 
converged on a house in Upper Harstonge street 
to dislodge ah ármed party of men who had 
taken forcible possession on Monday of the 
building, which was recently purchased for the 
purpose of a mechanics’ institute. The occupants 
failed to comply with an order to evacuate the 
place, and it was ed by troops, but, 
through the intervention of a Roman Catholic 
clergym@n and the officer commanding the 
Executive forces, the garrison consented to 
withdra®. The incident attracted large crowds. 


KIDNAPPED AND SHOT. 


EX-POLICEMAN’S FATE. 


On Monday evening the body of a man, who 
had been shot through the head, was found in 
a field at Killavullen; Mallow. 

At the inquest yesterday, when a verdict of 
death from gunshot wounds, not self-inflicted, 
was returned, the deceased man was described 
as “ unknown.” 

He is believed to have been an ex-R.I.C. man, 
who was at one time stationed at Mallow, 
and is helieved to have returned there on 
Saturday.

Complaint was made in the House of 
Lords yesterday that Parliament had not 
been sufficiently informed as to what took 
place between the various Governments of 
Europe and America after the Supreme 
Council meeting at Cannes and prior to 
the Genoa Conference. 

Noble lords said that without American 
co-operation European reconstruction could 
never be accomplished. The various con- 
‘ferences were useless. Conferences were 
arranged, and then the nations were in- 
vited to participate. That was starting at 
the wrong end. 

‘The question of German reparations 
‘hung like a cloud over the political and 
economic situation, and would have to be 
discussed and settled belure anything else 
could be achieved. 


. AMERICA AND GENOA, 
THE DECLINED INVITATION. 
———-—— 


The Earl of Midleton initiated the debate by 
moving that there be laid before the House 
any correspondence which took place between 
the British Government and the Governments 
of the United States, France, Italy, Germany, 
and -Russia, with reference to the Genoa Con- 
ference between the adjournment of the 
Supreme Council at Cannes and the meeting of 
the Genoa Conference, and any formal Notes 
which between the British and other 
representatives at the Geneva Conference not 
hitherto laid before Parliament. 

He complained of the refusa] of the Govern- 
ment to Jay these papers. Parliament had a 
right to know the circumstances under which 
an invitation was extended to the United States 
and refused by the Government of that country. 

The Marquis of Crewe, in supporting the 
motion, considered that the best hope of eo- 
operation between the nations lay in the 
League of Nations. 

The Karl of Derby heartily endorsed the 
motion, entreating the Government to give heed 
to the request that was made, not only by the 
House, but by the country, for more informa- 
tion. He did not want to attack the Govern- 
ment. If in the Lobby they had to chastise 
the Government it would be with pain, and in 
the hope that they were doing good to the 
Government. lt was to the advantage of the 
Government that they should give more in- 
formation. The fact that there were personal 
discussions rendered it all the more necessar7 
that information should be given. 

The result of not giving full information hed 
led to misunderstanding between this country 
end France. At the Cannes Conference the 
Prime MMinister offered a pact of defensive 
alliance with France to the French Government. 
They did not know whether France accepted or 
refused.

MR. HILTON YOUNG'S BLUNT 
STATEMENT. 


THE HAGUE, Tuesday. 

At the| opening of a meeting of the Credits 
Sub-Committes this afternoon,- Baron Romano 
Avezzana, President, asked M. Litvinoff. to 
set forth the Russian case in regard to the 
question of credits. 

M, Litvinoff replied that he was quite pre-’ 
pared to give and receive information, but he 
wanted to know what he was expected to give 
information about. 

Baron Avezzana said that they wanted to 
know to what extent credits were required, 
for. what purpose they were wanted. the 
amount required, and the terms which Russia 
offered. 

The Russian delegate answered that before 
discussing the question he. wished io know 
whether it was intended to give credits to 
Russia, or not. Russia wanted , and she 
wanted her orders to be financed. There could 
be no question of confidence between the pro- 
ducers and the Russian Government, for the 
producers would look to their own Govern- 
ments, ‘ i 

Mr. Hilton Young asked M. Litvinoff to. give 
a definite statement of his programme, at the 
same time remarking on the close connection 
between capital and confidence, and also on 
the connection between the question of credits 
and matters which were being discussed by 
other Sub-Committees. | 

It was, he said, only if satisfactory arrange- 
ments. were made by all three Sub-Committees 
that the Governments would be able to give 
assistance in the initial stages. 

The French delegate expressed his agreement 
with what Mr. Hilto Young had said. All the 
countries, he added, were anxious to hel , but 
the question must. be tackled on practical eee. 

For instance, they must know why money was 
wanted, what was the amount réquired, could 
money be found, and what guarantees and 
terms were offered to investors. 

Baron Avezzana repeated in even more de- 
finite terms the points on which information 
was required, and asked Litvinoff to deal with 
matters under a number bf heads already 
given, together with other -guestions, such as 
what were the most urgent requirements, and 
was any geographical district specially in mind 
in reference to any of them 3 

M. Litvinoff once more asked. for a definite 
statement as to whether the Commission could 
give guarantees that credits would be fórth- 
coming, and Mr, Hilton Young bluntly 
answered, “ I cannot reply without the informa- 
tion that Russia alone is able to furnish.”
